Vanderbiit Allen, ijreat-grandson 
of 'Comniodore A'anderbilt, socieiy 
man. artist ;ind formerly well 
known here and at Ne-vport and 
who disappeared rather mysteri- 
ously ,si.\ years ago, has been dur- 
ing' that time an • inmate of a pri- 
viite sanitarium in Connecticut. 
His whereabouts became known 
when he was brought to New 
Kochelle for examination belore a 
commission as to his sanity. The 
action was broughtvby E. H. Sut- 
ton, of Filoomficld, N. J., who la re- 
lated to .Mien. Sutton told the com- 
mission that Allen fufiFered from 
hallucmations, that be was being 
pursued by creditors and asked 
that lie be leg-ally committed to an 
asylum, no such step having pre- 
viously been taken. 

Allen then addressed the com- 
mission in carefully chosen lang- 
uage. He was utterly in the dark, 
he said, as to why the proceedings 
had been brought and be asked for 
counsel. He was Icidnapped six 
yearsiago, be declared by two doc- 
tors. 

"They toolc me from my sister's 
home at Rye, where I was visiting, " 
he continued. "They came there 
pretending they were detectives 
who were interested in a case of 
mine in New York. They got me 
to drive with them to Port Chester. 
When we got to the station I was 
snatched up by two attendants, 
placed oo a train and taken to Con- 
necticut. I placed in a sanitarium 
there. At first 1 was allowed the 
privilege of the library, but for the 
last nine months I have been con- 
fined to a hall room. It has been 
impossible for me to communicate 
with any of my relatives. I have a 
$6,000 library at Rye and there are 
enough pictures locked up in my 
sister's storehouse to pay all my 
debts." 

The commission decided that 
Allen should h:ive a further exami- 
nation with counsel and set the 
hearing for Dec. 3.
